$8.31 in 1917 to $6.01 in 1929 asks L. 
Bryan Thompson, accountant, in 
a 
detailed statement of tax levies and 
tax costs in Missouri. 
It is because the total expenditures 
of the State was $12,388,960 in 1917 
and $33,430,708 in 1929. This includes 
$22,266,333 for State Institutions and 
all State 
Departments. 
$21,383,139 
for State roads, $6,67*9,020 for schools 
and $3,102,216 
interest on 
bonded 
debt. 
It must be remembered that in 1917 
Missouri had 546 high 
schools and 
1062 in 1929. 
In 1917 Missouri had 
no roads. In 1929 we had 7660 miles 
of hard surfaced roads. If you have 
a taxpayer in your community who 
would be willing to have Missouri 
hurled back into the mud and ignor- 
‘ance your community will not miss 
him when he is gone. 
The increase fn property tax and 
special taxes from 1917 to 1929 is not 
so alarming when you take into con­

A survey by research engineers 
shows thst highway markers exert a 
psychology on drivers which makes 
them take more care than they would 
without the presence of such signs. 
Tests have proved that drivers are 
beginning to respond more satisfac­ 
torily to road 
markings, and that 
there is a psychological urge to keep 
within traffic lanes. 
It has been observed, for instance, 
that a driver traveling on a road that 
isn’t lined down the middle is apt to 
driv all over the road. The same 
driver, as soon as he reaches a mark­ 
ed road, instinctively stays in

traffic lane. 
Color has a great effect

caution of drivers, highway engineers 
contend. 
From the technical

point of color scientists, the present 
use of red to signify danger,

green to denote safety, is a poor use 
of color when designed to regulate 
motorists. 
Yellow as a stop sign with blue as 
a signal to go would be a much more 
efficient combination, it is said.

ion, yellow and blue are far

prominent in the spectrum to the hu­

other colors.

INCOMB TAX BILL 
PASSED, GOES SOON 
TO GOVERNOR 


Jefferson City, April 1.—The $10,- 
000,000 graduated income tax bill was 
finally passed by the Legislature this 
afternoon, when the House concurred 
in the amendments adopted 
in 
the 
Senate. 
The measure, when enroll­ 
ed with the amendments properly ap­ 
plied, will go to Gov. Csulfild for his 
signature. 
It is probable the 
formalities 
of 
enrollment and signature of the of­ 
ficers of the Senate and House will 
be completed by Friday, and that the 
measure will be laid on the 
Gover­ 
nor’s desk that day. 
While the Governor has not stated 
that he would sign the bill, the adop­ 
tion of the compromise rate amend­ 
ment in the Senate and the concur­ 
rence of the House 
met 
objections 
which he had to the original bill. 
It 
is virtually certain that it will meet 
with his approval. 
An additional S5.500.000 of revenue 
annually is the amount which it is es­ 
timated the new bill will provide . 
Of the additional revenue, approx­ 
imately $3,250,000 will go to the im­ 
provement of the public schools of the 
State, virtually all of it to the rural 
schools. This will leave approximate­ 
ly $2,000,000 to be expended annual­ 
ly for the improvement of the educa­ 
tional, eleemosynary and penal insti­ 
tutions. 
When the bill was called up this af­ 
ternoon, virtually all of the House 
members 
except 
Representative 
Heege of Kirkwood and a few of the 
St. 
Louis 
Representatives 
favored 
speedy adoption of the Senate amend­ 
ments. Heege led a small group 
inj 
opposition and sought to have the bill 
returned to the Senate for correction 
of errors which Heege said existed in 
the record of the 
adoption 
of the 
amendments by the Senate. 


Representative Langdon Jones 
of 
Kennett, who directed the course 
of 
the bill through the House, said the 
record had been checked carefully and 
that it contained no errors. 
A mo­ 
tion by Heege for the return of the 
bill was defeated. 
After the adoption of the first two 
amendments separately, 
the 
House 
agreed unanimously that the record 
should show the adoption of the re­ 
maining 15 amendments by the small 
roll call as that recorded for the first 
two.
